Among the poor as well as tbe rich 
the fearful tidings will spread their desola- 
tion. In one family ol sorrow all classes 
will bo mingled and levelled. No greater 
calamity on tho ocean lor many years has 
appealed to men's sympathies as Ibis will 
nppeal. May the pilying eye of tho Al- 
mighly look down on Ihe bereaved and 
slricken. We appeal to the justice of man 
for punishment on those guilty of (he crime 
that led to tho catastrophe."
